In the spring of 1921, it became my privilege to prepare 
for the World a story of the achievements of “Bess Burke

little. The farmer has come to the 
sad conclusion that he is altogether 
too big a man for his job and half of 
him has got to be cut off. It’s rather 
hard on the cutter and the cut. 








Must the innocent bystander continue 
to be bored stiff by the poor hick’s 
imaginary ailments and troubles? Have a heart! Per- 
haps we are about fed up, if you get me, on the subject.” 

Yes, you undoubtedly are—but not half so much so, if 
you can believe it, as the benighted human animal under 
discussion. It is perfectly true that ever since the war, 
also during it, the farmer has come into a vast amount 
of publicity which has faithfully sought to take him 
apart and put him together again. It is not to be 
wondered at that the particular newspaper reader con- 
siders that as a startling headliner of scandal and gos- 
sip, the farmer is an able man with the hoe. The wide- 
eyed and long-eared peruser of the latest Simon Called 
Peter volume, or a bereaved follower of the late Halls- 
Mills tidbit could hardly be reconciled to a substitution of 
stuff playing up farm credits, crop statistics, co-opera- 
tive marketing, transportation costs, and the 68-cent dol- 
lar. These rich and spicy items for some reason fail to 
appeal to the mass of go-get-’em Americans. Yet the 
farmer is going to keep right on pestering folks. He 
certainly is. 


Doc Capper’s Bulletin. 


When they took the farmer’s temperature this morn- 
ing, it registered 115 degrees without any baby hot-water 
bottle as chief prop. Doctor Capper, than whom there 
is no more competent country physician in his own mind— 
stated firmly to the impatient representatives of the press

America, knows who has labored late and long to feed 
his country and the world—only to discover that he grew 
too much, that the world apparently can get along with 
half of him—and must he therefore tell the learned 
doctors with their quack cures that his only help can 
be found by cutting himself in two? 

So you can’t wonder that the patient is running a 





Rehearsing the Symptoms. 


Perhaps you will generously bear with me while [ 
rehearse some of the symptoms which have led up to the 
present crisis. The farmer, as you will admit, was the 
first man to be deflated after the war. Not that he made 
any wi'd fortunes while working regularly 16 hours a 
day during that turbulent period, but he was paid for 
what he did do—something utterly unknown before in his 
young life—so a good many of him turned around and 
discharged the generation-after-generation mortgage; or 
built new barns and houses; or bought a car; or spent 
the money fairly exchanged for long labor as any other 
man would and did spend it—only the other fellows had 
four times as much as the farmer had, but my! it was 
simply scandalous, wasn’t it, the way the rubes made 
money during the war! 

And then later. Well it certainly had been pretty 
soft while it lasted, and you couldn’t blame the factory 
fellows and the union chaps—not to mention a million 
or so regular profiteers—for refusing to come down to 
earth after that glorious spending spree. 

Sure; the farmer thought it would last. By this time 
he had doubled his dairy and was plowing every avail- 
able inch of land anywhere and increasing by leaps and 
bounds the crops it had never paid him to grow before 
in his life, but which he had been accustomed to grow 
because of good old habit. 

Perhaps it might be well to draw a curtain over the 
intervening years. You’ve read about it until you're al- 
most as sick of the subject as Friend Farmer himself, 
but not quite, remember, not quite! 


Ready With the Knife. 

To make it snappy, old Chin Whiskers—who grows 
’em that way because he lacks the price of a necktie—is 
growing also so much and so many gol-durned foodstuffs 
that he finds himself feeding the richest nation on earth 
for practically not a cent in return; and the worst of it 
is, the free breadline which indifferently queues about 
his door don’t give a continental that he now lies inside, 
sicker than a horse, poorer than poverty, and mad and 
hurt and a little bit afraid of the consequences as he 
prepares to take the butcher knife to his own faltering 
flesh.

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Sugar 


S ONE of the staples in the diet of every American 
A family, sugar is a subject that concerns every con- 

sumer in the land. The situation is of especial 
interest to the dairy industry, not only because of the 
large amount used in the manufacture of ice cream and 
other dairy products, but also because of the importance 
of the by-product, beet pulp, as a feed for dairy cows. 

In view of these facts,a brief review of the sugar situa- 
tion is not out of place here. The recent spectacular rise 
in the price of sugar has forcused attention again upon 
this subject. Normally, all of our sugar comes from two 
sources: domestic, including beets, Louisiana cane and in- 
sular, and foreign, from Cuba. As the domestic crop had 
all been harvested and most of it marketed before the rise 
came most of the domestic producers had nothing to gain, 
however high the price might go. The reverse of this 
condition existed in Cuba, which had just started harvest- 
ing a crop estimated at about 4,000,000 long tons, of which 
only 343,663 tons had been made and exported when the 
rise began. 

The tariff on sugar, which was increased late last year, 
has been principally blamed for the rise in price. It is 
difficult to understand how the duty of sixteen one-hun- 
dredths of one cent per pound could be responsible for an 
increase of over $3.00 per hundred in the price of both raw 
and refined sugar, especially as there was a steady de- 
cline, amounting to one-half cent per pound, from the date 
of the passage of the tariff act until the most of the 
domestic beet sugar had been marketed, about the third 
week in January. 

It is perhaps significant that American refineries and 
interests own two-thirds of the Cuban crop and are thus 
able to raise the price of the raw sugar without fear of 
regulation from our Department of Justice. Our best in- 
formation shows that the increase of three cents a pound 
upon this year’s crop has netted the interests owning it 
about $222,000,000. 

At the present time we are producing in this country 
only about two-fifths of the sugar we consume, although 
we have in this country land adaptable to sugar beet pro- 
duction sufficient to feed the world. Now we are advised 
that the extra $222,000,000 which the present sugar gouge 
is costing is a sufficent sum with which to erect nearly 
200 one-thousand ton beets sugar factories with a capacity 
of producing 2,000,000 tons of sugar a year. Production in 
this amount not only would insure the American people 
against future sugar gouges, but under normal conditions 
of six cent sugar and six dollar beets, the 17,000,000 tons 
of beets required to make this 2,000,000 tons of sugar 
would annually turn $102,000,000 into the pockets of 
American farmers instead of its going to the exploiters of 
Cuba who have been back of this latest market manipula- 
tion. There would be another benefit to the American 
people through the amount of desirable feed for dairy 
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cows that would thus be available at a very reasonable 
price to the producers of milk through the medium of 
beet pulp, by-product of the industry. 

With the solution of the sugar problem so clearly jp. 
dicated, our various farmer’s organizations might well 
devote some attention and study to the best means 9} 
getting action and in this effort they should have the yp. 
qualified support and assistance of the American people 


Confidence, a Big Factor 


HE PUREBRED cattle breeding industry is bageg 
T largely on confidence—confidence in the purity of the 

blood lines, confidence in the genuineness and authep. 
ticity of the production records, and confidence jn the 
health certificate. A successful market for purebreq 
breeding animals depends upon confidence in the moerkat 
itself. For some time past, breeders have felt that cop. 
ditions warranted higher prices in the market for purebreq 
Holsteins, but there has been lacking a feeling of cop. 
fidence on the part of the buying public as a whole that 
has operated with other factors to keep prices far below 
the point they should have been. 

The recent sale at Cleveland ‘definitely marking the 
turning point in Holstein prices, should be -nost effective 
in bringing about the return to more favorable conditions 
in the industry. In the first place, it will give the breed. 
ers who are consigning cattle to sales mor: confidence 
that prices commensurate with real value will be paid 
and that will result in a higher quality of animals going 
into our sales. Buyers at future sales, likewise, will fee] 
more confidence in the industry itself and we believe 
will express that confidence in continued payment of more 
nearly fair valuations for the gool enimals offered. Our 
Association itself is doing its part in defending its right 
to keep its records clean and honest and that in itself igs 
an important factor in maintaining the confiderce of the 
public in our institution. By its advertising and extension 
activities, the Association is inspiring mcre confidence 
upon the part of dairymen throughout the country in the 
superior efficiency of the Holstein cow herselr. 

In conclusion, therefore, we feel that cenditions today 
point unmistakably to less than the usual seasonal dull- 
ness of the summer months and to much better times for 
the industry as a whole by fall. The breeders who ex- 
press their confidence in the industry by going aggres- 
sively and continuously after business will be the ones who 
profit most from these conditions.

Then followed an inspection 
of the herd of 250 head and the extensive establishment 
Mr. Crozer has built up to house them. Much credit is 
given County Agents Vandergraft and Blaney and Secre- 
tary Howard E. Jones for the success of the affair.

Three types of club ac- 
tivities are recognized—dairy cattle 
judging, dairy demonstrations, and 
dairy cattle exhibits. 

Any boy or girl who is a bona fide 
member of a club project which in- 
cludes breeding and growing of dairy 
stock or the production or use of milk, 
who has not passed his or her twenty- 
first birthday on October ist, 1923, 
and who has not participated in a 
dairy contest of a national character 
and who has not had training in any 
agricultural college course or short 
courses, is eligible. 

The first individual prize in the 
cattle judging contest is a fine gold 
watch. Thirty-nine medals are offered 
for team and individual prizes. 

Liberal prizes are offered for the 
best exhibits of calves in the Holstein, 
Jersey, Guernsey, Ayrshire and Brown 
Swiss breeds. There are ten money 
prizes in every class and champion- 
ship ribbons will be awarded in each 
breed. Provision will be made for ex- 
hibits of state herds to be made up of 
at least seven animals, all of one 
breed. 

In addition to the prizes offered by 
the National Dairy Association, some 
of the breed associations have already 
announced specials for their breeds. 
The Holstein-Friesian Association 
through its Junior Extension Service 
has offered special ribbons and $250.00 
in cash prizes to the boys and girls 
who exhibit Holsteins, and the Amer- 
ican Jersey Cattle Club has appropri- 
ated $500.00 for the Department. 

Details of the club work will be 
worked out later, but it can now be 
stated that the growing popularity of 
club work guarantees an exceptionally 
interesting department at the Expo- 
sition this fall.

WINTERTHUR KING ORMSBY ACCRUE 
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JERSEY CATTLE CLUB HOLDS 
ANNUAL MEETING 


For the first time in its long his- 
tory, the American Jersey Cattle 
Club held its annual meeting outside 
New York City, going this year on 
June 6 to Kansas City, Missouri. The 
report of this meeting published in 
the Jersey Bulletin indicates that the 
meeting was the most largely at 
tended in the history of this organiza- 
tion and it appeared to be the con- 
census of opinion among club officials 
that the innovation regarding place 
of meeting was a wise one. M. D. 
Munn, who has served eight years as 
president, was unanimously _ re- 
elected and as a token of apprecia- 
tion of his work, the members voted 
to defray the cost of a trip to Europe 
this summer for Mr. and Mrs. Munn. 
R. M. Gow was re-elected secretary. 


The reports of the officers showed 
an increase in both registrations and 
transfers during the past year over 
the preceding year, the registrations 
reaching a total of 46,706 and the 
transfers standing at about the 1918 
level, being 36,034. This is to be 
compared with 112,772 registrations 
for the Holstein-Friesian Association 
during year and _ 91,830 transfers. 
There has been a decrease in the 
amount of Jersey testing, although 
the number of records accepted dur- 
ing the year was somewhat higher 
than for any other breed, standing at 
4,317 as compared with 4,184 for the 
Holstein breed and 2,327 for the 
Guernseys. The Jersey Record of 
Merit. now contains 24,338 records 
for over 19,000 cows, while our Ad- 
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vanced Register contains 16,194 long- 
time records. 

A motion to change the member- 
ship fee from $100 to $25 was de- 
feated 43 to 14. 

The treasurer’s report showed total 
revenues during the year of $328,- 
877.11. Salaries and clerk hire in the 
main office amounted to $68,007.66 
while the total for publicity and ex- 
tension work figured $66,563.08. The 
surplus account now passes the $300,- 
000 mark, while the report of the 
treasurer showed ‘a working cash 
fund of $50,000 approximately. The 
land and buildings of the Club in New 
York City are carried at about $151,- 
500. The extension work of the Club in- 
cludes three permanent field men, an 
educational display for fairs, which 
takes the place of prize money of- 
fered directly by the Club and the 
distribution of literature on the breed. 
The best of spirit prevailed through- 
out the meeting and there was an 
unusually large attendance of inter- 
ested Jersey breeders who were not 
members of the Club. They were ex- 
tended the privileges of the floor dur- 
ing the meeting. 





THE VALUE OF BETTER SIRES 


One of the greatest sources of loss 
in the breeding business has been the 
inability of bginners to sell. their bull 
calves. This has been due to the fact 
that they did not use good enough 
sires, and failed to place a record on 
the dams of their calves. 

In Waukesha County, Wisconsin, 
there are between fifty and sixty Hol- 
stein bulls at the head of breeding 
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herds whose dams have records of 39 
Ibs. of butter in seven days or 1009 
Ibs. of butter in a year. 

Any community which has so many 
high record sires is bound to come to 
the front, especially if these breeding 
operations are followed up by con- 
sistent official testing. 

Such has been the case in Wan- 
kesha County with the result that it 
is the leading Holstein community in 
the county. It has enabled the Wau- 
kesha breeders to sell their surplus 
bull calves at a profit, because not 
only did the sires come out of record 
cows but the dams had good records 
as well. 

It should be the ambition of every 
Holstein breeder to use at least a 30- 
Ib. bull, or better yet, a 1000-lb. bull. 
If he cannot get one of these at the 
money he can afford to pay, he should 
buy the best he can get. 


Such a bull, however, does not 
necessarily mean an extravagant out- 
lay of money. Bulls good enough for 
most any herd can be bought from 
$300 to $1000 most anywhere in the 
U. S., while good bulls to head grade 
herds can be secured for less. 

When buying, it is not wise to con- 
sider pedigree alone. The bull is half 
the herd, and his influence is potent 
in building up or tearing down the 
producing capacity of the herd. For 
that reason pedigree is important. But 
the sire is also important in establish- 
ing or maintaining the type of the 
herd. Since production and type go 
hand in hand, neither should be over- 
looked.—The Waukesha County Hol- 
stein Breeders’ Association.

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PREFIX NAMES 


You can help save time and avoid delay

There are now recorded in the Herd-Book over one million one hundred 
fifty thousand cattle (1,150,000). The rules for naming require that there 
shall be no duplication of names, so that the situation presented in naming 
cattle has become a serious one, both to the breeder and to the Secretary, when 
asked to supply new names. Difficulties occur also in the filing of the card 
records, which necessarily are strictly alphabetical. 


The only relief offered under these conditions is the adoption and use 
of prefix names. Such a system is of advantage to the breeder, enabling 
the use of all names in new combinations, even those in previous use by 
—— ' except “family” names, and makes selection of names less 
difficult. 


A very great advantage to the breeder also is that a prefix may become 
well known. Thus the prefix becomes a trade-mark for the owner, and when- 
ever observed distinguishes the breeder. 


Many progressive breeders have adopted prefix names and are using 
them to great advantage, and in fact the custom is well established and is 
growing rapidly. A total of 4,854 prefix names is already reserved, of which 
503 names were filed during the year 1922. 


No duplicates of such prefixes are permitted, and because of the further 
fact that on retirement of the breeder from business, under certain condi- 
tions, the prefix may follow the ownership of the herd, the name becomes 
an asset of great possible value in such a sale of the herd, or in event of 
the settlement of an estate. 


The British-Friesian Cattle Society has recognized the great convenience 
and value of the system of prefix naming and made it a requirement under 
its By-Laws for each person recording cattle, and for which a fee must 
be paid of twenty shillings. 


No charge is made by this Association for reserving prefix names.

it wasn’t as easy said as done. Every- 
body considered himself mortally hit, 
of course, if he had to run a gas 
mode! two or three months behind the 
latest style in hoods, but compared to 
the farmer—then or now—the defla- 
tion which took place in the rest of 
the country was only mildly and 
sweetly sad. The rest of the country 
bought less expensive pongee shirts 
and linen golf breeches, perhaps, and 
went to Bermuda instead of the Ri- 
veria for a little needed playtime— 
and the farmer went broke. This 
long-winded introduction has now 
reached the climax and you know the 
worst. The farmer went broke; he is 
broke; but-now he’s going to do a 
little operating of a revolutionary sort 
himself. 


Don’t Queer Diamond Game 


Perhaps we can make it plainer 
by an illustration. Down in sunny 
Africa where the diamonds grow on 
trees of whatever they do, there are 
enough of these much-thought-of-gew- 
gaws to string you and me from head 
to toe at a total cost of around three 
or four dollars. ’S truth. But do they 
work full time and over-time digging 
these twinkling ornaments that you 
and I may at last deck ourselves in 
the insignia of money and tell that 
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Mrs. Percy Billionaire to go throw her 
little stuff down the drain pipe? Not 
exactly. The English run things in 
Africa and they don’t aim to queer the 
nice little diamond game in any such 
rube way. They mine enough glitters 
—and only enough—to supply our hor- 
ribly rich and stuck-up aristocrats 
with a dozen or so apiece, and at a 


price if you recall, decidedly at a 
price. 
Well, nobody’s kicking. Diamonds 


are worth their quadruple weight in 
gold and then some --and everyone’s 
satisfied. The diamond is exclusive 
and in the know, and if us five-and- 
ten centers were able to buy ’em by 
some fiuke, our best people would 
have to go wearing coal or something 
like that—which would be interestin’ 
but perhaps mussy. 

But if the supply of diamonds can 
be horsed around like that, why not 
FOOD? Ah, and another ah!—you be- 
gin to perceive! Why should the 
horney handed son of toil improve 
each shining hour to the extent that 
he has been doing and is—when food 
might well be as scarce and as profi- 
table—well, somewhere near—as dia- 
monds? 

Should the poor American farmer, 
after cutting half of himself to pieces 
—meaning by this figure of speech 
that he is going into bankruptcy and 
losing his farms by the many thou- 
sands—should the rest of him decide 
to ease up forthwith and at once on the 
surplus food production, would or 
would he not become a newspaper 
headliner in truth? Yes, you are 
right.

Out of His Own Pocket. 


It’s iike this: Modern machinery 
and constantly increasing efficiency, 
plus the opening up of new agricul- 
tural territories at home and abroad 
which are almost limitless—are re. 
sponsible for so much food that the 
farmer is virtually paid for growing 
one-half of it, while the cost of seeds, 
labor and overhead on the other half 
comes year after year out of his own 
depleted pocket. 

Says the farmer—at last—‘What’s 
the Use?” A wise and hopeful ques- 
tion. What is there? Why in the 
name of all that is reasonable should 
7,000,000 real Americans with their 
ever handicapped families keep on 
raising food to give away? Do the 
diamond dealers festoon us with dia- 
monds because diamonds are desir- 
able? Do the steel corporations, the 
oil and gas corporations, the railroads, 
the manufacturers of anything and 
everything insist on handing us our 
various goods and chattels for a mere 
song, utterly oblivious to and above 
the profits which might be theirs if 
they adopted a policy of restriction, 
supply always a little under the de- 
mand? Right again; they certainly 
don’t. 

Well, maybe the farmer won’t grow 
so much after this, and for awhile 
his wounds and fractures and feelings 
will be bound to heal materially as 
food becomes reasonably at a pre- 
mium. “But,” comes the clarion and 
pregnant call, “I already pay enough 
for my food; why pick on ME? I 
pay 10 cents in the city for an apple 
that the farmer, you say, receives a 
mere fraction of a cent for. If you

A Raw Deal 


True enough. But the farmer is 
past caring about your side of it any 
more, mean as that sounds. Don’t 
you get it yet? THE FARMER CON- 
TROLS ALL THE RAW _ FOOD, 
WOOL, COTTON and what not, in 
this country. He has been given a 
raw deal—not directly from the hands 
of the consumer, perhaps, although he 
considers the unionized cities and the 
generally prosperous urban slaves as 
having been reconciled to his slaugh- 
ter—but at the hands of everybody 
combined, who conspired, directly or 
indirectly, to pass on the tax buck, the 
transportation bucks, the union in- 
flated-wages buck, the _ cost-of-war 
buck and any other old buck you care 
to mention—to HIM. 

The fact is, he holds us all in the 
hollow of his hand. Import? Yes, 
but at a price which will make the 
debtor countries dance with joy and 
which will put a crimp in your pocket- 
books the life of which you fail to 
imagine.

I guess you 
won’t scare the bricklayers with their 
$15 a day, or the railroad chappies 
with their little weekly pay-envelope, 
or the forty-eleven other varieties of 
money getters in this here little old 
country. If the farmer thinks he’s 
so smart, he better start something. 
Maybe he’ll finish and maybe he won’t. 
I buy my milk in cans anyway. and 
Campbell does bake the best beans 


with tomato sauce! Tell your old ' 


rube to can the complaints and get 
busy. Not that its anything to me 
whether he does or not though!” 


The doctors, their bloc-like heads 
wagging and nodding gravely. bend 
over the patient. They register deep 
concern, mingled with hope and self- 
complacency. Once more they have 
saved a very, very sick man and 
the world, via the key-hole, is as- 
sured that a complete recovery is in 
sight. The world is glad. It likes to 
feel and squeeze and pinch the food 
that flows so endlessly from the farms 
to the elevators, the abbatoirs, the 
storage warehouses, the ships of the 
fat handlers of farm wealth. It likes 
to know that its food supply is p!anted 
and growing and harvested—as usual. 
It is satisfying to contemplate that 
diamonds are worth kingdoms, that 
the gold of all nations rest securely 
in American coffers, that our citizens 
ride in their limousines, that taxation 
is easily evaded, that liquor can 
always be had—that there is one class 


‘who can be depended upon to feed and 


clothe us so that our dollars can be 
spent on the luxuries and pursuit of 
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happiness to which every American is 
entitled. 
Then the Operation 

The sick man of America gazes pa- 
tiently into the faces of those govern- 
ment doctors leaning over his bed. 
What he sees evidently brings him no 
hope. As the last curtain falls, you 
can imagine him drawing from be- 
neath the uncomfortable straw-tick a 
large butcher knife.

The pedigree of Spring Brook Bess 
Burke 2d is too well known to require 
much comment. Her dam, Spring 
Brook Bess Burke, is about as well 
known by her title, “The greatest 
mother of the breed,” as she is by her 
own name. We need not go into the 
achievements of the entire Bess 
Burke family, but might say that she 
has six A. R. S. O. daughters, includ- 
ing three from 1100 to 1290 lbs. The 
old cow herself has a long string of 
great records in both long and short 
test, including 1094 lbs. butter in a 
year from over 25,000 lbs. milk and 
34.81 lbs. butter in 7 days. 

The sire of “Bess Burke 2d” is Sir 
Johanna Canary De Kol. His list of 
daughters is not as long as that of 
many other bulls but it includes a 
splendid lot of producers. In adii- 
tion to “Bess Burke 2d” herself, there

Breeding Herd ? 


Are We Breeders? or Dealers? 


It must be a money making proposition and the sad part of it all is that the 

real true breeder often loses a chance to make some real money by holding 

on to his families, the other fellow sets a price on everything and, of course, 

er it. Therefore it is only a matter of time until he ceases to 
e a breeder. 


We believe that the constitution and success of a real breeding herd con- 
sists of four vital factors; First, the careful selection of the foundation fe- 
males as to type, production and bloodlines; Second, the extremely careful 
selection of sires to be used on these foundation females; Third, the de- 
velopment of the offspring of the matings and fourth to hang on to the 
families, carefully weeding out those that do not come up to the standard 
that has been set.
